This Company started a borae road in 
1888, and in I8M was purchased by the 
present Company, who immediately be- 
gan preparations to change it to an elec- 
tric line, that system having been in- 
stalled in January, 1891. Numerous im- 
provements have been made from time to 
time, and the Company now have a very 
complete equipment, with a track run- 
ning through the city about four miles in 
length. The Company is officered as fol- 
lows: President, A. M. J. Cochran; 
Secretary and Treasurer, R. A. Cochran; 
Directors. W. H. Cox, N. Cooper and W. 
H. Wadsworth. 

WATER WORKS. 

Until tbe year 1880 Maysville was with- 
out water works of any description. In 
that year a charier wae granled to Louis- 
ville pariies and the plant which is now 
one of wnich all our citizens are proud 
was established and conducted by them 
until May IM, when Maysville capital 
became interested and the management 
was transferred to the present officers, as 
dlows: Charles D. Pearce. President; 

R Cooper, Secretary; J. D. Dye, 
reaaurer; and Aug Schaeffer, Superin- 
indent. Mr. Dye bas charge of the 
business affaire of the company,— in fact, 
being the Manager as well aaTreasurer-^- 
hile Mr. Schaeffer attends te the pump- 
ing station. Mr. Dye is a native of this 
county and is an experienced business 
man. At evtdence of the high esteem in 
bich he is held by bis fellow citizens we 
might say that be was the first Republican 
Assessor ever elected in Maaon county, 
having been elected in November 188V 
bas also held other public positions 
and bas for years been identified with the 
interests of Mason county. 

Mr. Schaeffer is an experienced Engi- 
neer and has been connected with the 
impnuv tn Hie capacity he is now serv- 
ig fot 18 years 

The water is pumped from tbe river 
rati to the reservoir, which gives a very 
high pressure, averaging 150 pounds. It 
has a capacity of 2.500,000 gallons, whicb 
ia aufflcient to last tbe city two or three 
days without pumping, hut tbe company 
hae provided two reserve pumps to be 
used in case of accident to tbe regular 
machinery, and as a result Maysville ia 
never without plenty of water.

Careless 
assorting of tobacoo la. the main reason. 
Some eight or ten yeara ago I observed on 



well classified and assorted, 
»er'» buyers did not care to purohase It; con- 
sequently a large proportion of the tobacoo 
shipped by faimors was bought by rebandlere, 
classified properly and resold by ibem at a 
profit. I at once opened a warehouso In Ghent 
to prze farmers' tobacco. The first year or 
two we did a small bnslness, but it baa grown 
from year to year until todsy, and nowwe 
keep qiiito a force or expert men employed 
almost Hie year round. Other bouses of the 
same kind have been opened all over tbe 
country This business never oould have 
proved successful If the farmer bad not dls- 
r.„l that he could well afford to pay for 
having his tobacco properly classified before 
shipping it to matket. 
Ol course the careless assorting of tobacoo is 
ot always the reason for taking tobacoo to 
beae warehouses for prizing. Olton orops are 
small, Kiid If puzed at homo there may be 
isms, while In these warehouses they are 
continually prlz ng and csn match or grade 
any lot of tobacco, thereby Incuirlng no extra 
use by shipping light weights. However, 
emeu, if this tobacco was properly strip- 
ped and assorted I can assure you the ct St of 
prizing at the warehouses would bo greatly

The Trust will tell you to lessen tho expense 
and cheapen the product. Nay.lt Is to lessen 
tho expense and control tho product. Today 
they have buyers rl.llog all through the 
country, buying direct from us tanners. Are 
they- hero for the purposo of saving us the 
expense of prizing and shipping our tobacco 
to the auction markets? Nay, they are here 
rur two reasons: Klrsi, by withdrawing Irom 
tho auction markets ihe price of the raw 
leaf Is reduced for the lack of tholr legiti- 
mate competition; second, by withdrawing 
from the auction markets and buying direct 
from tho fanners, ihey hope 10 destroy the 
auction msrkets-and then pay their re- 

As the auction markets stand today, It Is 
possible for a man of very limited means to 
get Into the business of msnufaeturing to- 
bacco, starting, if need be, with only 
one hogshead. If it proves successful, he 
can buy more as his demand Increases. Look 
ut tbe number of new factories that have 
been started this year. 

Mr. Koekef oiler Is quoted again as saying: 
"To manuracture tobacco does not require 
brick walla, for it can be manufactured In 
any old building:" but It does require a place 
from which a stock of the raw leaf can be 
readily obtained, ir these mighty corpora- 
tlonsgo to tbe country and there buy their 
supply, they will ultimately have the auction 
maraetsat tbelr mercy; and will either so 
manipulate them that at somo seasons or tbe 
year, at least, it will be next to Impossible for 
ihe small manufacturer to obialu the stock 
necessary for his demands— not being able to 
take only a limited quantity aud that onlr as 
he needs It— or else, if they think best, they 
will destroy the auction market wholly. 

Again, If these corporations deem It best 
lor ihelr Interests, alter gottlug their main 
supply In the country, they can cause tho 
auction markets to so fluctuate In prices as 
to demorslizs ibe trade in general, and 
thereby make it wholly unprofitable to tho 
small maaul'acturer, thus doing away en- 
tirely with that source of competition. 

We rarmers are led to sell to these corpora- 
tions. Why? Beoause their prloes In tbe 
country we think a shade better than In the 
uuctlon markets, so it appears: so It often 
is. even today. Why cau this ever be the 
case? Only because of the racts already stated' 
They lower the price on the auction markets 
by withdrawing their oompetlilon. In order 
to fix a price 10 buy In the country. And If It 
were not for tho many small manufacturers 
who make competition among themselves, we 
would not receive more than oae-half of 
what we do today for our great product. 

Suoh conditions will grow from bad to 
worse as these great corporations Increase, so 
long as we do not foroe them to go to tbe 
open markets, where we will get the benefit 
competitors. Again, so soon aa theae 
great warehouses in our auction markets be- 
come unprofitable, they will neoeasarlly cease 
to exist. What then?-the beginning of the 
end. The Trust will fix tbe price of our labor !
